DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AB) — U.S. Marine artillery 
and tanks w ere landed at Da 
Nang today as part of a buildup. 
One 
Marine 
source said 
the 
move would give the U.S. one of 
the most powerful groupings of 
artillery under one com m and 
since World War II, to protect 
the Da Nang airbase. 


One platoon of 8-inch howit­ 
zers and a battery of 105mm 
artillery w ere put ashore in con­ 
nection with the landing of the 
third American Marine battal­ 
ion to land in South Viet Nam 
since March 8.

The howitzers can fire atomic 
projectiles, but an authoritative

tling — a very shrill whistle — 
like an old G erm an 88 shell in

Sheriff 
Richard Weiler of Grand T ra v ­ 
erse County. 


The sheriff spoke from a hos­ 
pital bed in Grand Rapids. He 
suffered a severely injured leg 
when a tornado tore into the 
Andree 
R estaurant in 
nearby 
Alpine Township Sunday night. 


His was one of several stories 
of terror told by victims of the 
series of tw isters that hit Michi­ 
gan. 


"There were at least 50 people 
in the restaurant, Weiler said. 
"We heard this shrill whistle — 
and next thing we knew the wall 
had fallen in. 


‘‘Bricks and rafters were all 
about me. I told my wife — pull 
off the bricks — one piece at a 
time.

Lester PL Summerhill, a 40- 
year-old 
construction • w orker

town is a m em ber of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses and his religion for­ 
bids him to receive blood tran s­ 
fusions. 


So when it was decided he had 
to undergo open heart .surgery 
to prolong his life, physicians 
were 
faced 
with

quandry. 
Usually 8 to 12 pints of trans- 
fued blood are required in this 
type of surgery. 


When Summerhill agreed to 
the operation, he told the physi­ 
cians he would not violate the 
religious conviction a g a i n s t 
transfusions. 


When the operation took place 
last Sept. 18 at St. B arnabas 


Hospital, 
Bronx, 
New 
York 
city, 
surgeons 
worked 
with 
split-second precision to stop all 
bleeding at each step. U nder the 
direction of Dr. Charles P. Bai­ 
ley, a pioneer heart surgeon at 
Barnabas, the surgeons cut the 
normal 
working 
time 
on 
the 
heart and aorta approxim ately 
in half, from 90 minutes to 45. 


The 
operation

complicated by the need to open 
the aorta, the artery through 
which blood is pumped out of 
the heart. 


A 
dam aged

valve, 
which allowed blood pum ped by 
the heart to spill back, w as re­ 
moved

Tubes w ere inserted into the

clamped off to prevent blood 
flow. The tubes were connected 
to a machine which tem porarily 
took over the work of Summer- 


hill’s heart and lungs. 


F irst Time 


Dr. Bailey said he had p er­

Summerhill recovered, return­ 
ed home within 18 days, and is 
now — according to his wife —

(AP) — Sun­ 
day night’s tornado tore over a 
Nazerene church here, injuring 
persons outside but not touching 
the 60 worshippers inside, the 
Rev. George Dunnington said 
today. 


Those in the church had just 
finished a s-ong and p rayer serv­ 
ice when the tornado struck, the 
Rev. Mr. Dunnington, New C as­ 
tle, Ind., evangelist, said. 


Many of the worshippers be­ 
gan 
scream ing, 
he said, 
but 
they becam e calm after the to r­ 
nado passed. He said he had all 
of them lie on the floor. 


"M any felt we would be taken 
but in a few seconds the roar 
was over and people began ru n ­ 
ning into the church scream ing 
and 
hollering 
and 
saying, 
‘Everything is gone! Everything 
ii, gone! ’ 


"The tornado hit a house just
